(2) If, after examination, the doctor says the 
child has been abused or criminally neglected, call 
a police officer and have the courage to sign a com­ 
plaint if you are asked to do so.

(3) If the child is of school age. take Ann 
Landers' advice. A teacher can be an excellent wit­ 
ness.

They say it is dangerous to poke 
your nose into other people's business. Please tell 
them a helpless child is everybody's business.

Veterans claims which may 
require these documents in­ 
clude disability or death com­ 
pensation or pension and bunal 
benefits.

Profile: Kuben Ordaz

Leader of Pueblo Area 
Is a Man Wifli a Dream

Ruben Ordaz is a man with .1 
dream. It's a dream of su 
shine and games and picnic t 
hies; a dream of chilrtn i 
romping and playing, a drea i 
of a better life for his peopl

And Ruben Ordaz is not 
alone In his dream It is a 
dream shared by many of his 
friends and neighbors on Del 
Amo Boulevard between Cren- 
shaw Boulevard and Van Ness 
Avenue. These are the friends 
and neighbors who havechosen 
Ruben Ordaz president of their 
Pueblo Community Club   
chosen him to nurture then 
hopes and dreams and brink 
them to fruition

Ordaz accepted the presiden­ 
cy of the I'ueblo Community 
Club nearly three years ago 
("No one else wants to take 
it'" Ordaz quips modestly). 
Fund-raising has been his chief 
concern because he IK keenly 
aware of the community need 
for recreational facilities, espe­ 
cially for the children "The 
mam object is the kids," Or­ 
daz bursts with a fatherly 
smile.

He's thrilled with the new 
Pueblo Park recently leased to 
the city hy American Standard 
for the use of the Pueblo com­ 
munity But the park is little 
more than a bare plot of 
ground at present. Kqmpinent 
consists of one backstop and a 
small bleacher

Ordaz goal is to put in land 
scaping (including a lush green 
lawn), provide additional 
sporting equipment, and set up 
picnic tables.

So far, fund-raising efforts 
have been limited to small 
fiestas and once-a-month taco 
socials at nearby SI Joseph's 
C hu r c h . Taco sales have 
proved to be popular commu­ 
nity events as well as profit­ 
able endeavors for the club Al­ 
though Ordaz joshmgly calls 
the club a "non-prolit organi­ 
zation," he's proud of the tad 
the group was recently able to 
pay for a $700 carpet job at the 
church

Prior fund-raising project. 
however, will be dwarfed by 
the mammoth fiesta project 
the Pueblo Community Club is 
currently undertaking Sched­ 
uled for somtime m October, 
thousands of dollars through 
booths, games, entertainment, 
and refreshments.

Ordaz is hoping the money 
will be used to dress up the 
new Pueblo park, making it a 
real community center and a 
haven for youngsters.

The mild-mannered father of 
thiee, got the surprise of his 
life at the first planning meet­ 
ing for the Fiesta. Accustomed 
to meeting with a handful of 
club members, Ordaz suddenly 
found himself standing before 
an audience of some 5<) people. 
Representatives of all seg­ 
ments of the Torrance commu­ 
nity had turned out to lend a 
hand

'' I wag scared I was 
stunned 1 " Ordaz exclaimed 
But fear took a back seat when 
the vigorous community leader 
discovered how much help he 
had behind him. Civic clubs, 
student groups, and even the

city of Torrance have rallied to 
the cause. "I was amazed at 
the community respon.se to the 
Big Fiesta," Ordaz recalled.

If anyone has a right to a 
sense of community loyally, 
it's Kuhen Ordaz. His parents, 
twin born in Mexico, met and 
married in the I'ueblo. The 
tiny Mexican-American com­ 
munity is the only home Ordaz 
has ever known

Following graduation from 
Torrance Elementary and 
High School*. Ordaz took a job 
with Soule Steel Co.. working 
hut way up to the job of fore­ 
man for the fabrication depart* 
ment He's been with the com­ 
pany 24 years

Kuhen Ordaz can call the 
I'ueblo 'home" m way that 
few suburbanites could com­ 
prehend When Ordaz walks 
down Del Amo Boulevard, he 
can greet every neighbor by 
name because he's known most 
of them Iniiii inlancy. Ht 
knows which child belong* to 
which family, and which dog 
wriggled out of which lack- 
yard

He knows the occupants of 
every house and could prob­ 
ably give a detailed family his­ 
tory of each of them if the 
situation warranted it

Like all I'ueblo residents, 
Kuben Ordaz knows the feeling 
of community. "You have a 
wedding here and the whole 
town's involved in it"' be 
pipes.

Ordaz has brought up his 
own family to love the I'ueblo, 
too He and his attractive wife 
Irene have three daughters. 
Susanna, who just graduated 
from Flavio Beauty College; 
Teresa, who will soon graduate 
from Torrance High, and Bf> 
len, a Torrance High liesh- 
nian The girls are as deeply 
rooted in the Pueblo as their 
parents and grandparents bo- 
fore them   and they regis­ 
tered a volley of objections 
when daddy once broached the
